Town Meeting Debate 
On School Budget Due 


The: budget meeting between the 
Finance and School Committees 
Tuesday night was short but not 
sweet. 

FinCom members filed in and 
listened with almost no comment 
while Supt. Edward Erickson ex= 
plained several budget cuts and 
two budget increases which the 
School Committee had voted since 
their last meeting. (Last week 
the Finance Committee said the 
school budget accounted for $6 of 
the projected $9 tax rateincrease, 
and recommended extensive 
cutting.) 

There was virtually no discus- 
sion, aside from agreement to lop 
$1000 off a budget provision for 


a head custodian’s salary item 
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since the position has not been 
filled and he will not work a full 
year, The revised tentative budget 
now stands at $3,925,014, 

The Finance Committee rose to 
leave and Dr, Albert J,Greenberg, 
their secretary, discounted 
$110,000 of the $140,000 in cuts 
they had heard, since the Junior 
high repair figure would be more 
than made up for by the warrant 
article covering the same work, 
Dr. Greenberg said that the tax 
rate increase was actually $13, and 
only applying the town’s free cash 
had brought it downto $9, Remark- 
ing that the School Committee’s 
cuts had lopped all of 80¢ off this 
increase, he maintained that the 
Finance Committee planned to 
move to open the School Depart- 
ment budget, as it stands, on the 
Town Meeting floor. 

Supt. Erickson told the TOWNS- 
MAN Wednesday that he expected 
the School Committee would have 
another look at the tentative budget 
at their March 5 meeting,

Servicemen In News 


Of Vietnam Fighting 


John C, Doherty, 25, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John P, S, Doherty, 29 
Juniper Rd., serving with Army 
Intelligence; and Navy Lt. Julian 
E,. Minard, 26, son of Mr, and 
Mrs, Kenneth S, Minard, 210 Main 
St., operations officer on the USS 
Hamner, a destroyer, 

Capt. Doherty is in Hue, the be- 
sieged old time capital, while Lt. 
Minard’s ship is operating in the 
South China Sea, off North Viet= 
nam. 

Capt. Doherty, whose enlistment 
is due to end Feb. 27, less thantwo 
weeks away, wrote a short letter 
to his parents this week. 

“I’m pretty well beat up, a lot 
of bumps and bruises, but I’m still 
alive,’® he wrote, *‘*It may be longer 
before I get home.”” 

The letter was hastily scrawled 
on a sheet of paper, indicating the 
conditions under which the captain 
was operating, 

The letter took eight days to 
reach Andover; usually it takes 
four. 

Both Andover men were men- 
tioned in press dispatches during 
the heaviest of the fighting. 

Lt. Minard’s vessel was shelled 
by North Vietnam shore batteries, 
some of the explosives coming 
within 150 feet of his ship and two 
accompanying warcraft, a cruiser 
and another destroyer. 

Capt. Doherty was reported to 
have led a reconnaissance patrol 
seeking out the Viet Cong 
attackers, 

“Snipers fired from all sides,”° 
he said, ‘*I fired a burst and a 
sniper fell out of a tree, My 
sergeant fired another burst froma 
ditch and another fell from a second 
story window.” 

Both Andover servicemen are 
graduates of Phillips Academy, 
Lt. Minard in 1958 and Capt.

items to be covered in repair of 
the building, and priorities to be 
assigned, The committee planned 
to submit the amendment to the 
Selectmen in writing as soon as 
possible, 

The architects’ contractors said 
that the estimates which Dr. 
Meyers and his junior high study 
committee had obtained from con- 
tractors were realistic inthe areas 
of wiring and flooring, The plumb=- 
ing contractor said that the system 
now in the building, while old, was 
adequate and operational for the 
present, and he noted and praised 
the recent upgrading of the lava- 
tories. 

Conversation with contractors 
brought out that here, as in some 
other areas, repairs and upgrading 
can be accomplished somewhat 
economically at the town’s discre- 
tion, but when major remodeling 
and changes are begun ‘*you have 
to replace everything from the 
bottom up’? and work must conform 
to codes regulating new work, 
which escalate the cost. 

It was only in the area of heating 
and ventilating that architects and 
their contractors were unable to 
evaluate the estimate of under 
$140,000 for renovation of the 
heating plant, since they were un- 
sure of what the renovation would 
cover, 

The architects emphasized, as 
Dr, Meyers’ report had, that the 
concepts governing the twogroups’ 
proposals for the building were 
entirely different, The architects’ 


$2 million bid was for complete . 


modernization of an old building, 
while the junior high study com- 
mittee was charged with recom- 
mending and estimating the cost of 
necessary repairs to make the 
building ‘safe, warm and dry for 
continued use. Bothgroups praised 
the basic soundness of the 
structure, The $500,000 article in 
the warrant for junior high repair 
is predicated on the recommenda- 
tions of the junior high study com- 
nittee,

‘What’s Your Problem?’ 


This is a_ series offered by 
Family Service 
Greater Lawrence, affiliated with 
United Fund of Greater Lawrence. 
It deals with problems that a 
great many people bring to 
counseling agencies to discuss 
and work out. The professional 
staff members of Family Service 
are social workers with graduate 
degrees and extensive experience 
in helping people solve problems. 


**Nobody shall help me - I will 
drown.”* 

The title phrase is part of a 
grammatical exercise, to dif= 
ferentiate between the usage of 
the words ‘‘shall’® and ‘‘will’’. 
Used in exactly this way the sen- 
tence means; ‘‘I insist that nobody 
help me . . . because I most em- 
phatically wish to drown’’, 

The counselors at Family 
Service have found many people 
who seem to wish to drownintheir 
own misery and loneliness, and 
who are adamant about not wanting 
to be rescued, Usually these people 
have had some rather miserable 
experiences in their childhood and 
adolescence, They.are used to 
being unhappy . .. it’s a familiar 
state, When something good 
happens to them, they just don’t 
dare to trust their luck, 

They expect something horrible 
to occur, to nullify anything good, 
and they’d rather be securely 
miserable than insecurely happy.

They don’t fear the pain of un- 
happiness nearly as much as they 
do the worse pain of being dis= 
appointed in a high expectation, 

Family counselors have found 
that such people are particularly 
depressed and self-critical when 
they have every reasonto be elated, 
They may have found a new job, 
got an ‘‘A*’ in three different high 
school subjects, or met the girl of 
their dreams, That is exactly the 
time when they are most sure that 


the world is about to cave in on™ 


them. 

Counselors can help suchpeople 
to think about the reasons for their 
distrust of happiness. Why do they 
feel that nothing good can possibly 
happen to them? Do they feel that 
they do not deserve it? Has there 
been a persistent pattern of dis- 
appointment in their lives so far, 
If life has dealt them some unfair 
blows, does this necessarily mean 
that the pattern is going to 
continue? And have they possibly 
invited these disappointments. 

Counselors have learned that a 
sudden stroke of good luck, a 
sudden unexpected break, can 
really throw one of these troubled 
people into a tailspin, Because 
they expect only the worst, any- 
thing good makes them feel un- 
bearably anxious. They have to 
produce instant misery almostasa 
charm against the evil they see 
coming at them.

It is noteworthy that Andover was a leading light in 
arriving at the solution which broke opposition to a dis- 
trict approach to the problem. Agreement came after a 
meeting in North Andover at which Selectman chairman 
Philip K. Allen proposed an acceptable compromise. 

But no one should take anything away from the efforts 
of all of the representatives of the area community. They 
all worked hard in attempts to assuage seemingly insur- 
mountable problems. Many hours were spent by the town 
and city officials and by residents named to study com- 
mittees. 

Arrival at a solution is something of which Henry 
Clay, the great compromiser of United States history, 
would have been proud. 

Each side — community, if you will — participated in 
the give-and-take necessary to accomplish the purpose. 
Compromise came from all sides, and led to the eventual 
solution. 


Parking 


A problem is brewing — if not already brewed — and it 
probably won’t be long before there’s some screeching 
about it, particularly from downtown merchants. 

The problem is — three guesses, you're right — 
PARKING. 

No. its not a new problem; in fact, it has a long history 
locally, as it has most everywhere else. 

But there is a new source to the problem, according to 
local merchants. 

The merchants say that for the most part there has been 
excellent co-operation by motorists since the removal of 
parking meters. Most merchants, too, co-operate by park- 
ing their cars (and having employees park theirs) at 
sufficient distances from the Main Street shopping area to 
allow spaces for customers. There are a few who do not 
co-operate, but this number is not sufficient to consider 
a return of the unarmed bandits (the meters). 

So, the problem does not stem from the removal of the 
meters, and the answer is not the return of them. 

The problem, merchants say, stems from Downtown 
students who park their cars in the area. 

The students, so say the merchants, leave their cars 
on arrival for classes, and they remain in that spot for 
most of the day.

The area can be justifiably proud of their officials for 
each community’s officers repeatedly stated that their 
main concern was the ‘‘taxpayers of my town (or city).”” 

The solution is the second major case in inter-commu- 
nity agreement in the Merrimack Valley. The first was the 
combination of community efforts toward establishment of 
the Greater Lawrence Regional Vocational Technical High 
School District Committee. 

The area also has the Central Merrimack Valley Dis- 
trict Planning Commission which has been active in 
efforts at intercommunity planning. 

Incidentally, the objection we find with these district 
groups is the length of their names. 

Later, the voters will be asked to accept the legisla- 
tion which, hopefully, the General Court, will in its 
wisdom enact. 

At this point it may still be several years before active 
abatement of the Merrimack’s pollution can come about. 
But at least the area has taken a step in the right direc- 
tion, and this has come about through earnest study and 
discussion, and acknowledgment of the need for each 
community to consider the rights and needs of its 
neighbors. 


Problem 


Officials are not unaware of the problem, but are tend- 
ing to avoid a head-on meeting with it. Why? Probably 
because they have no answer. 

If they insist on limited Downtown parking, the students 
will take the next easiest course and park on nearby 
streets. Then a hue and cry will come from residents 
whose driveways have been blocked or who find that 
visitors can find no place to park in front of their homes 
on the side streets. 


Officials apparently feel it is the lesser’ of two evils 
to let parking cars lie. The situation will probably remain 
this way until and unless the merchants reach the break- 
ing point and complain more loudly. Up to now their 
squawks are merely whispers. 


Eventually, however, a solution must be found, because 
it is a foregone conclusion that a cry will come from 
merchants’ ere long. They are all advertising ‘“‘free 
parking’’ in downtown Andover. When it comes to the 
point that customers cannot find this “‘free parking’’, the 
merchants will begin to holler. . 

And then what? We don’t have the solution unless it 
would be creation of another municipal parking area 
downtown. 


Down the Years 


Death Usual Fate Of Oiled Birds with

The problem of rescuing oil- 
soaked birds lies in the fact that 
if the bird has any chance of living, 
the rescuer has no chance of 
catching it, 

Hundreds of New Englanders 
have learned this fact in the last 
ten months, Major oil spills along 
the coast of Maine, Cape Cod and 
Boston’s South Shore have pro- 
vided the experience. 

Birds that are saturated can be 
picked up along the shore, Birds 
that have only a spot of oil ontheir 
feathers will plunge back into the 
water and evade pursuit, Yet these 
sprightly birds that escape pursuit 
will surely die, An oil spot no 
larger than a half-dollar on the 
breast almost always condemns a 
sea bird, They ingest oil from 
running oiled feathers through 
their bill to clean them and the 
heat loss through the reduction of 
insulation at the oiled spot ex- 
hausts them, 

Ironically, the spate of oilspills 
came at a time when the old-time 
oil-pollution offenders have effec- 
tively mended their ways, A few 
years ago tankers flushed the re= 
sidual oil from their emptied tanks 
into the sea, Now, modern tankers 
have equipment that makes it 
economical to recover the tailings 
from the bottom of the tanks, 

The experience of naturalists 


around the world indicates that 
once a bird becomes oiled, its fate 


is death, Of 8000 birds rescued. 


from the oiled sea after the Torrey 
Canyon disaster off England, only 
400 were alive six weeks later, 
After the best of care - and what 
is believed to be the best methods 
of removing oil - fewer than 100 
of these birds were returned tothe 
sea, 

The truth is that despite good 
intention and high emotional in- 
volvement, no one really knows 
what kind of treatment an oiled bird 
should receive, There are a half- 


dozen ‘‘approved’® methods of 


cleaning oiled birds, but none is 
really successful, All involve 
hours of messy work with each 
bird, so no single rescuer can hope 
to treat very many. Much of the 
problem lies in the fact that birds 
have natural oils on the feathers, 
Removing pollutant oils also re- 
moves the natural oils, Thus the 
bird is left without waterproofing 
or insulation and is helpless, Many 
must be kept in captivity six months 
until they grow new feathers. 
After several months of working 
with birds rescued from the Torrey 
Canyon disaster, Peter Conder of 
the Royal Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds said: ‘‘We wonder 
at times if we might not have 
saved suffering as well as time 


and money badly needed elsewhere 
for conservation, if all these birds 
had been humanely destroyed im- 
mediately?”* 

He added, however, that man 
never will learn how to aid oiled 
birds without trying. 

The total experience in both 
England and New England points to 
one conclusion: Prevention of oil 
spills and improved techniques in 
mopping up oil after an accident 
seem the only answers, When 
thousands of birds are involved 
in an oil spill, any significant re- 
covery of these birds lies beyond 
man’s capability, 

It’s the same old story about an 
ounce of prevention,
